NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 21st May, 1979 

No. 8/8/79-EP(Aerl.-VI).—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by section 33 of the Tobacco Board Act, 1975 (4 of 
1975), the Tobacco Board hereby makes the following regula¬ 
tions, the same having been approved by the Central Govern¬ 
ment as required under sub-sociion (3) of the said section, 
namely :— 

1 . Short title and commencement.— (1) These regulations 
may be called the Tobacco Board (Application to the Slate 
of Karnataka) Regulations, 1979. 

(2) They shall come into force on the day of their 
publication in the OBicial Gazette. 

(3) These regulations shall apply to the State of Karnataka. 

2. Definitions.—In these regulations, unless the context 
otherwise requires i 

(a) "Act" means the Tobacco Board Act, 1975 (4 of 
1975) ; 

(b) "Board” means the Tobacco Board established under 
section 4 of the Act ; 

(c) “dealer” means a dealer in tobacco; 

(d) “Form" means a Form appended to these regula¬ 
tions ; 

(e) “purchaser" means a registered exporter, packer, 

dealer or auctioneer who has obtained the rele¬ 

vant certificate of registration under section 12 of 
the Ac and the rules ; 

(f) "registered" means, except in the expression" regis¬ 
tered grower”, registered under Chapter III of the 
Act and the rules made thereunder; 

(s) “registered grower" moans a person who has 

obtained a certificate of registration under section 

10 of the Act for growing Virginia tobacco; 

(h) “rules” means rules made under section 32 of the 
Act; 

(1) "Voucher System" means the Tobacco Leaf Pur¬ 
chase Voucher and the Tobacco Growers Paas Book 
System, as provided in these regulations. 

3. Voucher System.—Flue-cured Virginia tobacco shall be 
sold by the registered growers and purchased by the pur- 
chasers according to Tobacco Leaf Pnrehase Voucher and 
the Tobacco Growers Pass Book System. 

4. Sale and purchase of tobacco leaf.— ^AU purchases by 
the purchasers from the registered growers shall be conduc¬ 
ted through the tobacco leaf purchase voucher, which shall 
be la Form-f. AH the terms, conditions and features slipulated 
In Forra-I shall be observed both by the purchaser and 
the registered grower of flue-cured Virginia tobacco. No 
Voucher In Form-I other than the one printed and supplied 
by the Board shall be used by the purchaser ot registered 
grower. 

5- Payment of price.—(1) Every purchaser shall make 
payment of the entire sale coasideration within ten days 
from the date of purchase. In one instalment. 

(2) Payment shall be made through a cheque only drawn 
by the purchaser on his bank in favour of the bank wherein 
the registered grower has his account. 


(3) If, for any reason, the payment of the whole or any 
part of the sale consideration is not so made within ten 
days, then the unpaid amount shall bear interest at the rate 
of 14 PCI cent per annum from the date of purchase lill 
the date it is paid. This payment of interest shall be with¬ 
out prejudice lo any action that may be taken under 
regulation 10 or under the Act or the rules or any other 
regulations made thereunder. 

6. Procedure.—(1) The tobacco leaf purchase voucher 
shall be quadruplicate with the first copy covering items 1 
lo 30 and the remaining three copies covering items 1 to 40 
in Form 1. The first copy of the voucher printed in green 
covering items 1 to 30 in Form 1 is meant to be fiirni'-hcd 
to the registered grower by the purchaser on the day of 
purchase without tail. The entries against items 1 to 30 tilled 
in the first copy shall automatically be reflected in the other 
three copies through the use of a carbon paper. The second 
copy printed in black is meant for the purchaser. The third 
copy printed in pink is lo be issued to the registered grower 
along with the cheque for payment of the sale consideration 
as per items 31 to 37 in Form I. The registered grower 
.shall present the cheque along with the said third copy of 
the voucher to the banker. The fourth copy printed in blue 
shall be sent promptly to the Board through the purchaser’s 
bank. The first cony of the voucher covenng items 1 to 3() 
shall be given at the time of purchase itself to the registered 
grower In token ot the weight, grade and rate of tobacco 
sold by him to the purchase. When the cheque is ready 
within 10 days of purchase, the registered grower should 
produce the first copy to the purchase and collect the cheque 
along with the third copy of the voucher which should have 
been filled in by the purchaser by then. The registered 
grower and purchaser should ensure that entries against 
Item I to 30 tally in all the four copies of the voucher. 

(2) The cheques shall be issued simultaneously with the 
voucher in full settlement and specifically drawn on the 
purchaser’.s bank in favour of the bank wherein the registered 
grower has his account. 

7. Terms, Conditions etc,—The terms, conditions and fea¬ 
tures of the Voucher System stipulated in the voucher in 
Form 1 and the brochure in Form IT as printed and supplied 
by the Board shall govern all the purchases made by the 
purchasers from the registered growers. 

8. Pass Book.—Every registered grower shall maintain a 
tobacco grower’s pass book in Form Til. He shall present 
the voucher in Form I along with the cheque and the 
pass book to his banker for realisation of the amount of 
sale consideration. 

9. Application for obtaining vouchers.—(1) Every pur¬ 
chaser shall obtain the Voucher in Form I by making an 
application to the Board in Form IV. 

(2) Those to whom the voucher arc supplied by the 
Board shall maintain an account of the vouchers, in Form 
V. This account shall on demand be made available for 
inspection to all officei;i of the Board, not below the rank 
of a Technical Supervisor, 

10. Cancellation of registration.—The registration of any 
person as an exporter, packer, dealer or auctioneer under 
rule 35 may be cancelled by the Committee constituted by 
the Board Under rule 36 of the Tobacco Board Rules, after 
giving the person concerned a reasonable opportunity of 
being heard, if it is satisfied.— 

(i) that the registration or its renewal or the Voucher 
in Form I was obtained by furnishing incorrect 
information, or 

(ii) that the person registered has contravened any of 
the provisions of the Act or the niles or these 
regulations.

2. The purchaser of tobacco should obtain each season ade¬ 
quate number of blank TLPV forms for his operations from 
the Tobacco Board by applying for the same on the prc»ribcd 
form and after fulfilling the formahties thereof. His application

least one month in advance to enable the latter to supply the 
same. A specimen of the application form, which includes 
the formalities to be completecl is enclosed (Form IV). 

3. The TLFV will be in quadruplicate with the first copy 
bearing items 1 to 30 and the remaining 3 copies bearing items 1 
to 40. The first copy of Ihc voucher printed in green, covering 
Items 1 to 30 of Form 1 is meant to be furnished to the 
seller by the ptuchaser on the date of purchase without fail.
